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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Mah merely discloses 
a need and does not teach the inventive feature that the glove is capable of fitting inside another glove. Mah discloses (Col. 3 lines 47- 
49) that the present invention fits inside a conventional baseball catching glove which teaches the inventive feature that the applicant 
claims. Man discloses a gelatious cushion (Col. 3 line 14) which is used in the glove which, as stated above, is used inside a baseball 
glove which would mean that the glove is "is thin enough to fit within" a glove. The applicant states that the invention provides the 
advantages of being "lightweight and comfortably conforms to the hand." The examiner feels that the terms are relative and that the 
invention of Mah meets those advantages. 
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
